Returned Soldiers—Gives Assur- 


ance That School of Technology Will Be Re-opened in Calgary 
in Permanent Building at Earliest Possible Date 


Evidently a division is in sight in the 


legislature, and_ this, 


peculiarly enough, over the question of establishing a second insti- 
tute of technology and art within the city of Calgary. Thursday 
afternoon Dr. Blow, member for South Calgary, introduced a reso- 


lution calling for the 


immediate 


establishment of a provincial 


technical institute ‘‘in or near’’ Calgary, speaking at considerable 
length to the motion and claiming generally that such an institution 
could eventually be made to perform more of the functions of a 
university, and should be located some distance out of the city on 


grounds of considerable extent. 


Other speakers took up the discussion, and the debate on this 
question was finally adjourned at the closing hour by Geo. Hoadley. 
An amendment to the motion of Dr. Blow was introduced and ably 
spoken to by Hon. G. P. Smith, minister of education, his resolution 
asking the house to approve of the provincial government’s action in 
allowing federal authorities to have the present technical institute 
for the retraining of returned soldiers, and giving full assurance 
that at the earliest possible moment the provincial school of tech- 
nology and art would be re-opened in Calgary in a permanent build- 
ing to be erected there for the purpose. 


In committee of the whole the 
house agreed to the first reading of a 
bill presented by Hon, Mr, Boyle “to 
grant assistance to widows supporting 
children,” and another also presented 
by Mr. Boyle “to regulate billiard 
rooms and bowling alleys.’ A num- 
ber of queries concerning telephone 
matters were allowed to stand over 
until such information can be obtained 
by the premier, 

Dr. Blow Introduces Resolution 

Dr. Blow reviewed ‘fully the en- 
deavors which a group of Calgary citi- 
zens has made to launch and maintain 
the Calgary College which was es- 
tablished when the legislature refused 
the founding of a university in that 
city some years ago. He spoke of the 


great architectural and hygienic ad-j| 


vantages of the former college site for 
the technical and art institution which 
he wished to see established there. 
He protested against the talked of

Dr. Blow censured the 
sxovernment and the minister of edu- 
cation for closing down the technical) 
school launched in 1916 in Calgary, 
also rebuking Mr. Smith for an alleged

The member for South Calgary 
dwelt at some length on the value of 
education, nationally and commercial- 
ly, holding that two universities should 
be able to flourish in the province in- 
asmuch as other places like California 
had proved such to be possible beyond 
all doubt. He diverged to the question 
of technical education, asserting that 
in this respect Canada was 30 years 
behind the times. “The antidote for 
Bolshevism is education.” The value

Must Provide for All 
| Mr. Smith pointed out’ that the 
department's plans must provide for 
a student body from all over the 
province, Every portion of Alberta 
had an equal right and share in a 
technical program. And besides this, 
the inetitute should be placed “in” 
and not “near” Calgary. Any argu- 
ments respecting a university site 
were not applicable to a technical

The Calgary Institute

The Resolution 


Moved by Dr. Blow 


Following is the resolution moved 
by Dr. Blow: 


That— 

Whereas the government of the 
province of Alberta tn the year 
1915; as part of its permanent 
policy gave tts undertaking to 
establish a School of Technology 
and Art at the city of Calgary 
and to maintain the same; 

And whereas such school was 
in fact established in the year 
1916, and was continued in ope- 
ration until a recent date; 

And whereas the average at- 
tendance of students at such 
school exceeded five hundred 
(500) in numer; 

And whereas the war has stim- 
ulated the demand, for technical 
education in all pi ive coun- 
tries, and such education is being 
widely instituted by the govern- 
ments of such countries for both 
the civilian and soldier citizens; 

And whereas all our’ soldiers 
will have been returned to the 
province at an early date; 

And whereas casualty soldiers 
only are being provided technical 
education by the federal govern- 
ment; 

Therefore, be it resolved that in 
the opinion of this house this 
government shall re-establish at 
once, its Provincial School of 
Technology and Art in or near 
Calgary. 

Mr. Smith's Amendment 

The amendment of Hon. G. P. 
Smith, to be seconded by W. M. Dav- 
idspn, North Calgary, read: 

This house commends the pol- 

icy of the government— 

1. In temporarily turning over 
the School of Technology and Art 
for the purpose of giving voca- 
tional training to returned men. 

2. In continuing the corre- 
spondence work, and as far as 
possible the night work in the 
meantime, 

3. In planning at the earliest 
Possible date to resume the full 
work of the School of Technology 
and Art in permanent building to 
be erected for the purpose at Cal- 
gary.

MOURNS DEATH 
OF LAURIER 


Tribute by the Acting Premier in 
Moving Motion for State 
Funeral 


OTTAWA, Feb. 20.—-Presenting his 
motion in Parliament today for a 
public funeral for the late Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Sir Thomas White said: 

“We meet today in the shadow of a 
great loss and a deep and widespread 
and personal sorrow. The Right Hon- 
orable Sir Wilfrid Laurier, senior 
member of this house. has passed 
away and the entire nation mourns 
his loss. 

“It is the Intention later to ask the 
adjournment of the house until Tues- 
day next out of respect and in honor 
of his memory. 

“In the meantime the government 
is desirous of paying every appropri- 
ate mark of respect and has arrang- 
ed, with the consent of the family, 
for a state funeral which will take 
piace on Saturday morning in accord- 
ance with the public announcement 
which has been made. From 8 o'clock 
this evening the remains will lie in 
state in this chamber when all will 
have the opportunity of looking upon 
his face for the last time. ... In 
order that the house may approve and 
participate in the action which the 
government has taken, I beg to move, 
seconded by Mr. Reid, that it be re- 
solved that in the opinion of this 
house the mortal remains of the Right 
Honorable Sir Wilfrid Laurier, G.O. 
M.G., shall be publicly interred and 
that this house wil! concur in giving 
to the ceremony a fitting degree of 
solemnity and importance.” 

Mr. Robb, chief opposition whip, 
said: 

“Having in mind that on Tuesday 
next opportunity will be given to pay 
tribute to the memory of our dis- 
tinguished leader, the Right Honor- 
able Sir Wilfrid Laurier, I will leave 
until then, and to another better 
qualified than I am, to speak on this 
side of the house. In the meantime 
representing His Majesty's loyal op- 
position and speaking for those on 
this side, I desire to thank the gov- 
ernment for their kindness and con- 
sideration.” 

Sir Thomas White then referred to 
the loss which the house had sus- 
tained in the death of Lieut.-Col. Sam 
Sharpe, D.8.0., formerly member for 
North Ontario, Sir Thomas spoke of 
the record which Col, Sharpe had 
won at the front, how he had been 
rewarded distinctions and mentioned 
in dispatches. In this, too, Mr, Robb, 
on behalf of the opposition concurred. 

Sir Thomas then spoke of the re- 
turn to the house of the Hon. Dr. 
BReland, the member for Beauce, who 
for more than four years was a prison- 
er of war in Germany. 

“We welcome him back" Sir Thomas 
eaid, “almost as from the tomb from 
the living death of Gérman govern- 
ment.”’ 

“He was made to bear vicariously 
the deep resentment felt by the Huns 
on account of the notable part played 
by Canada in the prosecution of the 
war.” 

Mr. Robb joined in the congratula- 
tions of his returned colleagues.

APPARENTLY 
FAVOR STRIKE 


Result of Ballot Forecasted— 
Royal Commission Ordered by 
Lloyd George 


LONDON, Feb. 20.--The result of 
the ballot of the miners will not be 
known until next week, but the bailot- 
ing appears to be going strongly in 
favor of a strike, 

According to a brief statement, 
Premier Lioyd George, at a confer- 
ence with the miners today, ordered 
a royal commission to Inquire into the 
question of wages and hours, and 
undertook that the commission ehould 
report by the end of March. The 
present disposition of the miners’ 
delegates is not to walt beyond March 
15, which date has been fixed upon 
for a national strike, but they have 
agreed meanwhile to call a conference 
to discuss the Premier's proposal. 


A full report of the Premier's 
lepeech at the conference will not be 
jissued tintil tomorrow or Saturday, 


|but it is understood that he strongly 
jurged the disastrous results on indus- 
tries of a strike of the miners, 

Delegates seen after the conference, 
however, declared themeelves as not 
greatly impressed by this 

That the situation is regarded as 
quite serious, is seen in the fact that 
the Premier has postponed his visit 
to Paris. 


FRENCH PREMIER 
RESTING EASILY 
EARLY REPORT 


No Unfavorable Symptoms Have 
Developed and No Fear Felt 
As to Conditions. 


Paris, Feb. 20.—Good news came 
early this morning from the sick room 
of Georges Clemenceau, where he 1s 
being attended for the wound inflicted 
upon him yesterday by an anarchist, 
Emile Cottin in the attempt to assas- 
sinate the French premier. While all 
France, and, in fact, all the world was 


waiting in suspense for word of his 
condition the announcement was 
made that the aged 6tatesman was 


resting comfortably; that no fever had 
developed, and that no complications 
had appeared. Nothing definite, how- 
ever, can be known as to what the re- 
sults of the premier's injuries are like- 
ly to be until an X-ray examination 
of the wound taken this morning is 
developed @hd@xamined by the doc- 
tors. The wound itself is slight, but 
necessarily serious for a man as old 
as the French premier. The physic- 
l}ians, however, say that his heart and 
rteries are young, and they point out 
at he has been a life-long abstainer, 
has not smoked for 20 years. and that 
he has followed a careful rule of liv- 
ing This has resulted in his being 
an extraordinarily vigorous 
his years—one who has_ triumphed 
over the usual ills to which old age is 
subjected, while as a stimulant to his 
recovery he has the knowledge of 
hearmfelt sympathy and good wishes of 
his own and every civilized country

On every aide were flowers, 
sent as tributes to the memory of 
one of Canada’s greatest statesmen 
and her oldest parliamentarian, At 
the foot of the casket stands a great 
wreath, placed there 
by his excellency the rovernor-general, 
At the head is a pillow of flowers 
bearing the single word “Laurier.” 
The chamber bears very different 
aspect from the usual one. The rows 
of seats and desks have given place to 
lines of wreaths, palms and ferns and 
in the centre upon a black draped bier 
stands the casket.

magical and fervid eloquence and 
possessing the highest gift. of leader- 
ship, Sir Wilfrid Laurier speedily be- 
came one of the most conspicuous 
and commanding figures in the 
house ot commons at a time 
when it comprised many of 
the fathers of the confederation with 
an unusually large number of other 
men of notable talent and experience. 
From the first he displayed high par- 
liamentary gifts, and throughout his 
| Whole career a typical illuetration of 


all that was best in British statesman- 


ship. 
} For 15 years he was premier of 
Canada and was sponsor for the na- 


n@ expanding life and developments 
at the opening of the century which 
he claimed would be “Canada's Cen- 
tury.”’ He led the statesmen of all the 
|overseas dominions in the councils of

mond jubilee and imperial confer- 
ences. Like the fatners of the con- 
federation he was passionately devot- 
jed to the exultation of Canada and to

Speaks to Hesolution 


Robt. Pearson said in part: 

“I consider it an honor to have the 
opportunity of speaking in one of our 
legislative halls regarding the great 
chieftain who has fallen, 

“It would be out of vlace for me 
to attempt to review the achievements 
of his long and momentous life. There 
are others here who can do that with 
greater ease than I, besides a life so 
full of labor and glory cannot be es- 
timated without the time and effort 
at the disposal of a historian. 

“There is, however, one phase of his 
life that particularly appeals to me 
and it is one that I would desire to 
speak of-——that is the inspirational, 

“I do not think that future gener- 
ationg will ever fully appreciate this 
side of his life 

“Sir Wilfrid Laurier spent the early 
years of his life among great men. 
Men who with undaunted courage 
faced the jealousies that then existed 
and by thelr daring leadership made 


possible Canada as it is today In 
that great school Sir Wilfrid got his 
early ideas of government I do not 
know that he has ever told the world 
who the men were that most proe- 
foundly influenced him, but his sonl 
fired and he came out to be the great-

INCOME TAX FOR WINNIPEG 


Winnipeg, Feb. 20.—It was learned Thursday afternoon that at a 
caucus meeting of the city council last night, to consider the proposed 
municipal income tax, it was decided to fix a minimum of §1,000 for 
single persons and $1,500 for married folk, with $200 for each child, 
This means that single persons earning less than $1,100 per year will 
be freed entirely. If they earn $1,100 they will pay only $1, and a dollar 
on each additional $100 up to $2,000. Married folk will pay one dollar 
a hundred on earnings over $1,500. A baby inheriting more than $200 
will become a taxpayer. The Ottawa government has been asked to @- 
operate in getting an income tax for the city. 


WELCOME SNOW IN SOUTH 


Calgary, Feb. 20.—According to reports received at the office of J. M. 
Cameron, re superintendent of the Alberta district C. P. R., the 
snowfall of last night and Thursday morning has been general over all 
those portions of the province included in the so-called “dry belt.” The 
heaviest fall was on the north end of the Macleod subdivision, that is, 
directly south of Calgary. From this district three inches is reported. 
Half an inch fell over the remainder of the Lethbridge division, which 
includes the territory between Crow's Nest and Dunmore, and south to 
the international boundary. From one to two inches is reported from 
various parts of the Lethbridge district and on the main line east of 
Calgary, a light fall ja reported between this city and Gleichen. A light 
fall Is also reported on the Calgary division, to Field on the west and 
Red Deer on the north,
